Levisonand Kuntsler discussed the sale of tickets 
for the affair being held at the Westchester County Center, 
White Plains, New York, on December 11, 1962. This affair, 
which will feature entertainers Sammy Davis, Jr., and Peter 
Lawford, will benefit the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC).

Kuntsler stated that he had 
been in Jackson, Mississippi, four weeks ago and fired up the 
Negro community when he spoke in seven different places and 
told them they have to fend for themselves in Jackson now as 
in Albany (Georgia) and not have freedom riders from the 
outside. Kuntsler commented .^bat Jackson, Mississippi is 
terribly segregated and at thi/s time there is no Negro 
movement. However, they have a wonderful plan starting with 

a seven man picket line.white and Negro and then the 

college students coming in and then followed by a massive 
Christmas boycott. Levison commented that Mississippi alwayB 
has been a problem with respect to segregation. 

Kuntsler then told Levison that he hopes to have 
Martin Luther King duplicate the walk made by William Seward 
on January 1, 1863, from Lafayette Square to the White House, 
with the Qnanclpation Proclamation. Kuntsler wants King to 
make this same walk on January 1, 1963 » at which time he would 
be presented with a check for $35,000 at the White House, to 
be used for the Ghandi Society for Human Rights. According to 
Kuntsler, this check would symbolize that now the Negro has 
become full grown. Kuntsler would like to have Carl Sandberg 
or Robert Frost accompanying King on this walk. However, he 
has already ascertained that Sandberg has prior commitments 
for that day.

Association, the Sunday edition of the "New York Times", 
December 27, 1936, under the heading "Society Formed

"The American Law Students Association, designed 
to deal with legal, ethical, social and economic problems 
affecting law school students, was formed yesterday by 
Btudents from the Law Schools of Columbia University, New

JONES mentioned that he recently had talked with 
PARTIN LUTHER KING, According to JONES, KING had just 
seen President JOHN F. KENNEDY the previous day and was most 
impressed with the President’s knowledge of KING’S writing 
and with the President’s awareness of events in the civil 
rights field. It was obvious to KING, according to JONES, 
that President KENNEDY was well briefed prior to the meeting, 
but apparently had also done some reading along this line. 
KING stated the President is so well informed that he cites 
"your own material to you". 

LEVISON asked vhat specific points the President 
cited to KIN G. JONES replied that he did not know the 
answer to tills question because KING was on the run at the

Jones also Indicated to Levi 5 on that he had spent all 
day Sunday and Sunday evening with James Caldv/in and that he had 
gone into some detail with Baldwin concerning political action this 
summer. Jones commented to Levison that ii King issues a 
statement then ho, Baldwin, would like to know about it because 
he would also issue a statement supporting it, and he believes 
such action might be helpful. 

Jones indicated to Levison that the statement would be 
made around the 12tin Jones stated that Baldwin agrees with the 
statement very much which is the important tiling. Baldwin reportedly 
gave Jones a blank check to do whatever he wanted to in his name. 

Jones informed Levison of a statement that Baldwin is 
preparing and mentioned to Levison, "I have seen some statements 
on the FI;I but X have never seen one like this. He (Baldwin) is going 
to nail them to the walL " Levison inquired if this was because of 
the questioning of the people who were at the meeting, which 
presumably refers to a conference the Attorney General held in 
Lew York on !.fay 24, 10C3. Jones told I evison that Baldwin's 
statement was not because of the alleged interviews cf persons at 
the meeting but was because of the harassment of himself and 
L2iu,vm rwpuntiuiy iuiu Jcnss ui-it i CIS 15 guiu^ iw tv xllic trn 
atomic bomb when It is dropped. " Levison agreed vii.i this, 
commenting that ,: It really will because he (Baldwin) is a name 
in the news."

It should be noted that an allegation had previously been 
made that Agents of our New York Office had attempted to enter 
Mr. Baldwin's apartment on May 27, 19G3, and the further allegation 
had been made that persons attending the conference on May 24, 19S3, 
had been interviewed by Agents following the conference. Both 
allegations arc completely without foundation. In addition, we have 
not conducted any Investigation of Baldwin and he has not been 
harassed in any way by Agents of this Bureau.

Levison then commented to Jones that there is only one 
thing that bothers him about Baldwin's statements. Levicon stated,

troubles me because what it can lead to is the expectation of 
something and when something less occurs, it leads to an attitude 
Gl well, now they have miscalculated. I just do not have the same 
feeling about the intensity of attitudes here." Jones replied, "He 
(Baldwin) and I differ on this, but he feels strongly about it. ** 

Our source indicated that Levicon and Jones next 
discussed a forthcoming article to appear in "The Saturday Evening 
Post” concerning Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr. Levicon indicated 
that icing was apprehensive about the article because the interviewer 
appeared to be somewhat hostile. Levison informed Jones that he 
had spoken to the public relations man from "The Saturday Evening 
Post" and Levison is of the opinion that the forthcoming article may 
only be generally favorable to Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr* 

As additional information is obtained concerning the 
plans of Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr., Jones and Levison, 
this information will Le promptly brought to your attention.

1. APPENDIX 

NATION OP ISLAM 


In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD has described his organization on a nationwide 
basis as the "Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples 
of Islam". 


On July 10, 1963, a second source advised 
ELIJAH MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of 
Islam (NOI); Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2,5335 
South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, ip the national 
headquarters of the NOI 3 and in mld-1960, KUMAMMAD and 
other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD'S organization 
on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or 
"Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of 
Islam". 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organised in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-callec. Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an Independent black nation 
In the United States. Members following MUHAMMAD'S teachings 
and his Interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no 
such thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes ar'e slaves 
of the white race, referred to as "white devils" , in the 
United States; and that the white race, because of Its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon". 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
Including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service ActB and have declared 
that ncmbers owe no allegiance to the United States.

NATION OF ISLAM 

On May 5, 1958* the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning 
the principles of his organization in order to avoid 
possible prosecution by the United States Government; 
however, he did not Indicate any fundamental changes In 
the teachings of his organization. 

On July 10, 1963, a third source advised MUHAMMAD 
had early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the 
religious aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress 
the economic benefits to be derived by those Negroes who 
Joined the NOI. This policy change, according to MUHAMMAD, 
would help him acquire additional followers and create 
more interest in his programs.

Jones said that he did not disagree with the 
decision, but he cautioned Kin;- about over-extending. King 
mentioned his concern about going into Danville, because he 
said that we have not cleared ;p things In Birmingham.

According 
to the article, it wa3 stated that as the government's chief 
prosecutor. Attorney General Kennedy must decide whether to 
prosecute one of the highest Negro state officials in the country 
for failing to file income tax returns. The Internal Revenue 
Service, according to the article, has forwarded its recommenda¬ 
tions to the Justice Department after a six month investigation 
of this taat case. 

It was further stated that the Attorney General 
must soon pass on whether to permit Democratic National Committee 
clii^ials to work closely with a Negro leader, who is known 
by the Federal Bureau of Investigation to be linked with a 
Soviet agent, in a massive drive to register Negro voters 
throughout the country. According to the article, this case 
"which involves evidence obtained by tapping telephones, puts 
the Attorney General on the spot since the Negro leader has been 
in close contact with both the .Jhlte House and the Justice

On December 13, 1963# a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information, in the past, furnished information 
which indicated that Clarence Jones contacted Martin Luther King 
in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, on that date. IX/rlng the course* 
of their discussion, Jones said that Hermlne Popper (ph) will 
edit King's book and will have It ready by January 13* 196 , 4 . 

On December 17* 1963, the same confidential source 
furnished information which indicated that King contacted Jones 
on that date. Jones said that Hermlne does not want to get 
into the material until she talks with King. Jones explained 
that she wants to get "the proper guide lines" from King. Jones 
said that after going over the material, she indicated that she 
has a good idea of what is expected of her but she said she would 
like to discuss with King the arrangement of the material* 
According to Jones, Hermlne feels that it would save her from 
doing things over if King could have a discission with her. 

King suggested that he might fly from Baltimore to 
New York City on Friday, December 20, 1963 , and arrive at 
12:00 noon. He stated that he would be able to stay in New York 
City until four or five o'clock. Jones and King agreed this 
would be a good arrangement. King also suggested that if he

did not have to come all the way into tov/n from the airport, 
he would be able to spend more time at the meeting. It was 
agreed that Jones would make arrangements to get a room at or 
near the airport. Jones suggested that he might try to get a 
room at the International Hotel or at the airport Itself. 

King inquired about the financial status of the Gandhi 
Society, mentioning that they were still being confronted with 
bills in Danville. King said, "They throw it up to us all the 
time that the Gandhi Society made a commitment and that they 
haven't had the follow through". Jones replied that Harry 
Wachtel has been working on this with Bill Kunstler. Jones 
indicated that Wachtel has been going over the bills, and he 
said that there has been a source of dispute because of a 
number of cocxiitments were made "without our prior knowledge". 
He said these were commitments made by Bill (Kunstler), and he 
said he felt that they would have to honor them. Jones informed 
King that he thought the bills came to about $12,000. Jones 
stated that some arrangements were made to have some money 
raised in Boston and that these funds were to be earmarked for 
Danville. Jones indicated that Wachtel was "a little angry" 
at the way Bill (Kunstler) had made certain commitments and 
"certain representations" without consulting him (Wachtel) or 
people in the (Gandhi) Society. 
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have "a retreat like" conference for approximately two and a 
half days in North Carolina at "this retreat center" owned by 
the Episcopal Church. King said that the place is near 
Asheville. King indicated that it would give "us" time to 
get a little recreation; he mentioned that the place he has 
in mind has an indoor swimming pool and bowling alley. 
Continuing, King said that he was thinking of taking 20 or 
30 people but not more than 30 people, and that these people 
would be members of the executive staff, a few of the board 
members, and .four or five other people.

he would like to have Bayard ftustin attend. King explained 
that he felt this affair would be very valuable In that they 
could sit down arid really discuss the program. King went on 
to explain that this would not be an administrative meeting 
as such, although he said some administrative matters might 
come up during that period. King said that it will mainly be 
looking at the program for 1Q64, and looking over 1953* He 
said that it will be "a where do we go fronThere discussion”. 
King indicated that the affair would begin on January 6, 1954, 
at noon and that it would last until January 3, 1954, at noon. 
King suggested that it would cost approximately $2,500 for the 
retreat, and he stated that he feels the Southern Christian 
leadership Conference (SCLC) treasury cannot handle it at this 
time. Jones agreed with this and said that this is something 
the Gandhi Society can and should do. King suggested that Jones 
discuss this with Wachtel in order to get his viev.'s. King 
repeated that he would like to have Jones and Wachtel come, 
and he remarked that even if they brought their wives it would 
be a good break for a day or two. 


Jones mentioned to King that arguments before the 
United States Supreme Court in regard to the "libel case" are 
scheduled for January 6, 1954.

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Rogers, the former Attorney General, and Sam'Pierce are doing 
the oral argument and that Harry and himself were counsel and 
would be advising them during the argument. 


Jones told King that he had been contacted by a 
representative of a Federal Agency who spoke to him about 
Arthur Kinoy‘8 relationship with the SCLC, and Jones said 
that he told him he knew nothing about it. Jones said he 
mentioned that Kinoy was just an attorney with whom he had 
worked at one time. Jones said that the questions "assumed 
an organizational link which does not exist". King commented 
that "it is very important for us to clear that up because 
there Is no connection other than Indirectly through Bill". 
King reminded Jones that "we made the decision on that • how 
we would deal with it". 
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Jones left Instructions vlth his secretary, Jo Ann 
Me Cloud, to contact Joan Daves, the publishers representative, 
and Miss Hermine Popper (ph), to tell them about the meeting on 
Friday. 


Clarence Jones contacted Stanley Levison for the 
purpose of informing him about the meeting with King on 
December 20, 1963.

Another resolution accepted as a modus vivendi the 
suggestion of the Field Representative of the "National 
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abolition committees may identify and co-ordinate their 
efforts as closely as they desire with HCAHUAC, still 
maintaining their autonomy for as flexible and independent 
a program as possible. 


Various sources have advised during March, 19^2, 
that Communist Party (CP) members in the New York City area 
have been solicited to support activities of the NYCAHUAC 
during attendance at- CP club meetings. 


On May 6, 19&3, the first source advised that the 
NYCAHUAC continues to function from its office at 150 West

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On January 4, 1964, a confidential source, who 
has furnished reliable Information in the past, furnished 
information which indicated that Martin Luther King contacted 
Clarence Jone3 on that date. King said that while he Is in 
Washington, D.C., for the Supreme Court case, he will be 
staying at the Willard Hotel. King stated that it will be 
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Supreme Court Building, and he said that he hopes that the case 

gets good coverage from the press. Jones indicated that he 
was certain the press would afford good coverage inasmuch as 
William Rogers, the former Attorney General, who will argue 
the case, represents "Newsweek" and the "Washington Post."

The source also furnished information that Harry 
Wachtel contacted Jones on January 23, 1964, Wachtel advised 
Jones that Martin Luther King plans to have^a Gandhi Society 
lunch on February 6, 1964 (in Nev; York City), Wachtel stated 
that King would be available from noon until 2:30 PM on that 
date. Wachtel also indicated that King would take that 
opportunity to discuss the "perspectives of the civil rights 
movement in 1964 and evaluate 1963 11 • Wachtel also indicated 
that King would be in Nev; York on the 31st (of January) for 
a "unity meeting". 

On January 23* 1964, the first confidential source fur¬ 
nished information which indicated that Clarence Jones contacted 
Theresa Butcher, an employee of the Gandhi Society Office, on that 
date. Jones instructed Butcher to make reservations for 25 
people on February 6, 1964, for lunch at the Dorset Hotel (30 
West 54th Street, Nev; York City), and he instructed that the

Jones told him that he and Harry 
Wachtel had an extensive talk with Martin Luther King and the 
SCLG Board and that a formal vote was taken by the SCLG 
authorizing Jones and Wachtel to work out a formal working 
relationship between the SCLC and the NAACP Legal Defense Fund. 
Jones stated the relationship will deal with legal matters in 
which the SCLC is Interested. Jones Bald that this will be a 
significant year for Martin Luther King and the SCLC and it would 
help Greenberg, the NAACP, and Connie Motley (who is an Attorney 
for civil rights causes and who is running for the New York State 
Senate) to be in on It.

Levison told her that Bayard Rustin has been made director of 
the school boycott. When Clarence Jones was advised of this, 
he remarked that it was ''interesting". 


In "The New York Times" of January 26, 1964, there 
appears an article captioned, "School Boycotts Are Set In 5 
Cities". In this article, it was stated that Reverend Milton A. 
Galamison, director of the proposed February 3 school boycott in 
New York, said that Bayard Rustin would organize the New York 
Demonstration. Mr. Galamison said Rustin would round up labor 
union support, speed fund raising and do such things as 
organize motorcades. This is to be a demonstration against 
segregation. 

The March on Washington, which took place 
in Washington, D.C., on August 28, 1963# 
was a civil rights demonstration.

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, furnished information on August 12, 
1966, that Stanley Levison and Martin Luther King, President 
of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), were 
in contact on that date.

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In 196 ^, STANLEY LEVI SON appeared before the Senate 
Internal Security Sub-Committee and refused to answer questions, 
however, he did introduce an unsworn statement denying pact CP 
membership. The Bureau is requested to advise whether It la 
able to have this released since it would have a damaging 
effect on LEVT30N, which in turn would become publicly 
knowledgeable to MARTIN LUTHER KING and the civil right3 
movement. 



The NYO has considered reinterviewing LEVISON la 
an attempt to neutralize him. However, there is not much 
we can derive from this, as he is aware of the Government*# 
knowledge of him as furnished to him by an Assistant Attorney 
General and the Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee. If 
he did cooperate we could obtain a wealth of detailed information 
concerning the CP. It is felt an interview of IEVISOK at this 
time could appear to be more of a harrassing effect on the 
Civil Rights movement than a legitimate investigative 
technique. 


Our observation regarding Internal Revenue Service 
action is more harassing than neutralizing and Is not 
included here. 

The NYO has considered this matter extensively and 
held a conference with AgentD knowledgable in the U2VIS0N case, 
CIRM and Counterintelligence. We are of one opinion that the 
only effective way to neutralize Llvison is by. nubile ex posure". 

" If this is possible we cannot guarantee success as MAtti'lN LUTiffiR 
KING has said in the past that he accepts a statement made in - 

f ood faith repudiating past CP affiliation and this is evidenced 
y his continued association with BAYARD RUSTIN. But the 
chances of a public repudiation of the CP by I£VISOH may not 
be forthcoming as he has previously refused to do so. •

A news item in "The Atlanta Daily World" 

(an Atlanta y Georgia daily Negro newspaper), dated 
May 21, 1965, titled "Albany ^Justice* Assailed" 
datelined Eapeville, Georgia, sets forth information 
regarding a semi-annual board meeting of the Southern 
Conference Educational Fund (SCEF) held in Sapeville 
during the previous weekend. The article reports that 
Miss CAROL HOOVER, Atlanta, Georgia, an administrative 
assistant at the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC) was one of four new members added to 
the board of SCEF at this meeting. 


A characterization of the SCEF is attached 

hereto. 
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SOUTHERN CONFERENCE EDUCATIONAL FUND, INC, 

“The Southern Patriot,” a monthly publication, 
shows that it is published by the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, Inc. (SCEF). 

»»The Southern Patriot” was cited as an “Or^an” 
of the Southern Conference for Human Velfare (SCHT) by 
the Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report S92, 
on the SCHT, June 12, 1947. 

The SCHT was cited as a communist front by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, 

June 16, 1947. 

An amendment to the charter of the SCHT changed 
the name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its 
purpose as being to improve the educational and cultural 
standards of the Southern people in accordance with the 
highest American democratic institutions, traditions, and 
ideals. The amendment was dated April 26, 1946. 

A source advised on March 2, 1961, that CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, a Communist Party functionary, stated at a meeting 
of the Communist Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on 
February 25, 1961, that the Communist Party is not connected 
with any progressive movement but indirectly they do have 
some influence in the SCEF. 

A second source, who is familiar with some phases 
of Communist Party activity in the New Orleans area, 
advised on June 2, 1965, that during the time the SCHT 
was in existence, Communist Party (CP) members have not been 
encouraged to work in the SCEF. The source stated the 
SCEF is a progressive, liberal organization, which he 
considers a CP front organization because it has gone along 
with the Communist Party on certain issues, particularly 
on the racial question. 

On June 2, 1964, the second source advised that 
in the past he has considered JAMES DOMBROTSKI, the Executive 
Director of the SCEF, to be a Communist, if not an actual ’ 
Communist Party member, because he followed Communist 
principles. 


The second source advised on May 27, 1963, that 
many people who are officials and members of the SCEF, 
while liberal in their views, are by no means Communists.

LEVISON, while in contact with ANDREW YOUNG (Executive 
Director of the SCLC) said he thought KING should write to 
"The New York Times" and clarify his position on the subject of 
black power.

Source furnished information that STANLEY LEVISON and 
MARTIN LUTHER KING were in contact on that date.

LEVISON and JONES attempted to persuade KING 
that the article in its context resolved the problem in that 
the primary reason for the meeting was that the Teamsters have 
a Negro membership of four hundred and fifty thousand and is 
the largest organized group of Negroes in the nation. KING 
maintained that to represent the meeting as anything other than 
an appeal for funds would be dishonest and the fact that he 
would be associating with a crook and a criminal would be in 
complete opposition to his role as a "man of God".

It was during their contact 
that CHAUNCEY told that a four million dollar Federal Housing 
Administration (FHA) credit has been allocated to MARTIN LUTHER

Foundation is going to process it. 

Information in great detail was furnished the Bureau, 
Atlanta, Chicago and New York files in airtel and LHM dated 
12/6/66, and captioned "COMINFIL SCLC". 
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Avenue, New York City. It was authorized 5/28/65 and Installed 
6/15/65. There had been prior installations dating back to 1962. 



Examples of valuable intelligence derived through this 
tesur during the past 90 days are as follows: In September and 
October, 1966, King and Levison conferred on two occasions as to 
what position King should take concerning "black power." Levison 
advised King to keep in the middle, which he has done. On 
October 19, 1966, King advised Levison that he had met with 
HcGeorge Bundy of the Ford Foundation. According to King, Bundy 
is convinced that the Foundation would make a large grant to 
King's group. On November 8, 1966, King and Levison discussed 
whether or not King should meet with James Hoffa, President of 
the Teamsters Union in Washington, D. C. Levison urged King to 
go ahead with the meeting dispite the publicity concerning it. 

Also in November and December, 1966, King was in conference with 
Levison as to what points he should make when he testifies before 
Senator Abraham A. Ribicoff's Senate Subcommittee on Executive 
Reorganization Studying Urban Decay. It was decided that King 
should make some statement opposing the U. S. policy in Vietnam. 

Because of the extreme importance of the Levison- 
King tie to the civil rights movement and communist influences therein, 
plus the demonstrated past value of this source, its continuation 
for another 90 days is recommended. It is noted that specific 
authority for the continuation of this tesur was last Justified 
to the Attorney General by memorandum dated July 5, 1966.

replaced him with Premier Ky; and that the United States 
launched bombing raids against North Vietnam on the scale 
of ,T orld War II. 


Levison was of the opinion that King should get a

poll project under way to prove that a majority of Negroes 
want the war to end. King was agreeable to the suggestion, 
promoting Levison to promise that he would consider how to 
raise the necessary funds for such a venture. 

King revealed that he was in contact with Dr. Pvalph 
3unche on April 13, 1567, concerning Bunche's criticism of 
his Vietnam policy. And according to King, Bunche was very 
sorry for the remarks he had made and finally admitted it 
by saying: "Martin I want you to know I agree with everything 
you are saying about Vietnam. I am absolutely opposed to 
our policy." 


The statement made by Dunche, which 
criticized King, was reported in 
"The New York Times" of April 13, 1967.

In the April 14. 1967 issue of "The New 
York Times", on page 21, it was reported 
that Dr. Ralph Bunche issued a statement 
on April 13 , 1967 , in which he referred 
to a press release attributed to Martin 
Luther King in which he disavowed any 
intent to merge the civil rights and 
peace movements. Bunche said he was 
gratified to see King’s disavowal of any 
intent to merge the movements, and that 
it took care of the issue to which he 
had directed his statement criticising 
him. 

King expressed disappointment with Bunche because 
he would not muster sufficient moral courage to come out 
openly and make the statement concurring with his position. 

He could not understand why he would not since, as King said, 
he is not an employee of the United States. 

King will see Bunche on Saturday, April 15, 1967, 
fo11owing the speech at the United Nations. This fact 
prompted Levison to suggest to King that he make certain 
that newsmen photograph them with each other. Levison 
wanted this done for publicity reasons. He felt it was 
very important that Bunche had changed his position and now 
supports King.

Source furnished information that MARTIN LUTH&R KING, 
Jr., held a conference with ANDREW YOUNG, his assistant in the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference, HARRY WACHTEL and 
STANLEY LEVISON, both advisors to KING. KING sought their 
views on an invitation which he said he had received to go to 
Moscow with other Nobel Peace Prize winners to meet with 
Ambassadors from North Vietnam and the National Liberation Front. 

LEVISON wanted to know if KING knew anything of the 
origin or purpose of the Moscow meeting. 

WACHTEL felt it was important to ascertain if the 
plans called for the committee going to Moscow to also meet with 
Representatives of the US Government. He believed that, unless 
this was done, the committee could be charged with lacking validity 
and being narrow and one-sided. 

It was agreed that KING would postpone his decision 
on accepting the invitation until ANDREW YOUNG contacted an unnamed 
person in Geneva to get more details on the Moscow trip. 

Later the same date, LEVISON told WACHTEL that he 
had been In touch with ANDREW YOUNG and that "they" were pleased 
that KING was interested in going to Moscow, and, to accommodate 
KING, would change the scheduled date ofthe Moscow gathering.

Rutherford told 
Levison that he had been in Philadelphia attending a 
meeting, that there are some very important things going 
on in Philadelphia, and that the situation there is the 
best situation "we" have going. However, the source was 
unable to ascertain clarifying information about the 
situation in Philadelphia that Rutherford referred to. 


The source continued that Rutherford advised 
Levison that the situation in ’Washington, D.C. was confused. 
He noted that they (SCLC representatives) held a couple 
of meetings "with Rap Brovin and his commandos occupying 
the place with walkie talkies and bodyguards". He added 
that "they invaded this church and took it over. They 
wouldn't let people in." He said that "they" threw the 
press out of the meeting and that "they walked out of the 
meeting, disrupted it, occupied the church, and literally 
kept SCLC Eoard members out."

Rutherford related that the day following the 
church meeting they (SCLC officials) held a private 
meeting "with these guys’' and "lit Into them". Rutherford 
stated that he told Stokely(Carmichael) that he, Rutherford, 
wanted to hear what Stokely had to say and that Stokely 
gave some "mealy-mouthed excuses" that did pot stand up. 
Rutherford also noted that he told Carmichael that "these 
men told us" that they are interested in the total 
destruction of the United States. 

Levison commented that he had heard Stokely say 
this and Rutherford's comment was that "this Is what 
Rap (Brown) said last night". Rutherford continued 
that Stokely is now "sweet as pie. He pulled a power play 
on us In Washington", but did not win anything because 
everybody was opposing him. 

Levison commented that he could not see the SCLC 
letting ten persons who threaten violence take over from 
hundreds. He described It as a dangerous thing, a king of 
black facism. 


Rutherford, in referring to the meeting, related 
that a person named Court land (phonetic) ,v;hom he described

Rutherford said that King became very upset after 
this private meeting and began berating him. He said he told 
King that what "they"said is clear and that the SCLC knows 
now where they stand, that all the SCLC wanted and needed 
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Washington Spring project 

"from them" was that they would not attempt to divide 
the community. He said "they" were honest, that "they" 
stated that if the SCLC fails in Washington, "we’re going 
to get a lot of new recruits" but if the SCLC is successful 
”we are going to be in trouble". He recalled that at 
this moment King made a point, that if "they" should 
denounce the government, denounce the SCLC campaign and 
criticize it, this would create an atmosphere within which 
non-violence would have a better chance of succeeding. 

He added that Stokely responded that they have enough 
problems, that there is enough confusion and division 
in the black community, and that, if they should speak 
out against King or what he is doing, people will not 
know ’which way to turn. 

Levison commented that he agreed with Carmichael 
and disagreed with King on this point. He Inquired as to 
why King was upset. 

Rutherford stated that King said the enemy was 
violence and began to preach on how violence begets 
violence. 


Levison related that the key is that King states 
the enemy is violence which is not true. The enemy are 
the forces preventing them from getting rights and violence 
is one of the methods. He said that, therefore, they are 
trying to develop a counter technique to violence. 

"The ’worker", an East Coast Communist nev/spaper, 
in its issue dated February 11, 1968 , page one, contains 
an article on the protest against United States involvement 
in the war in Vietnam in Washington, D.C. on February 
'5,6, 19o8, sponsored by the Clergy and Laymen Concerned 
About Vietnam. It states that King addressed the gathering 
of clergymen and laymen and told then that "it was imuersbive 
that the freedom and peace movements be joined. Describing 
the worsening economic conditions, he appealed to the 
religious leaders to join and support the demonstrations his 
organization has planned for Washington in April". The 
article also notes that King made it clear that the targets j 
of the demonstrations would be the Vietnam war and Congress.'

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, learned on March 29, 1968, that on that 
date, Stanley Levlson and Martin Luther King, Jr. discussed 
the position which King has found himself in as a result of the 
violence that occurred in Memphis, Tennessee, on March 28, 1968, 
at the time when King led a march through downtown Memphis. King 
told Levison that he feels they have to face the fact that, 
from a public relations point of view and every other way, "we 
are in serious trouble 1 '» He referred to the Washington B*G S 
Spring campaign, known as the Poor People's Campaign, and said 
as far as it is concerned it is in trouble. King noted that it 
will be much more difficult to recruit people for the Washington 
campaign now because ;they (the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference}(SCLC) are recruiting non-violent people and these 
people will hold back if they think they will be in a campaign 
that is going to be taken over by violent elements. King stated 
that this is not a failure for the SCLC because it has enough 
of a program to affinn its position but that it is a personal 
setback for himself 

King continued that persons 6uch as Roy Wilkens 
(Head of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People) and Adam Clayton Powell, and Negroes who are influenced 
by the press, will now feel that he. King, is finished, that his 
non-violence is nothing, that no one is listening to it. King 
reiterated that they have had a great public relations setback as 
far as his Image and leadership are concerned 
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Martin Luther King, Jr. 


Levison attempted to dissuade King from this point 
of view stating that it would be true only if King accepts "their" 
definition.^He added that he felt jt is a profound error King 
is making. X* i 


King noted that he did not accept it himself but that 
others will. Levison retorted that people would accept it for 
a few days, but, if events prove otherwise, will not accept it 


King noted that events will not prove otherwise unless 
they think soberly through this period. He said that somehow he had 
to reaffirm what the press will refuse to affirm. He referred to 
the Memphis incident stating that they all know it was just a 
few people who were involved. He added that it was a failure 
of the leadership in Memphis. King informed Levison that persons 
who were responsible for the violence came to see him on the morning 
of March 29, 1968. He said these persons were fighting the 
leadership in Memphis, the men who ignored and neglected them, the 
men who would not give them any attention, who ordered their 
telephones cut off. King added that he had no knowledge of all this, 
that the persons responsible for the violence were too sick to see 
that what they were doing during the violence was hurting him. King, 
more than it could hurt the local preachers.^ 

King related that he was so upset and shocked over the 
Memphis violence that he was going to announce a personal fast 
as a means of appealing to the Memphis leadership, as well as those 
who participated in the violence, to come to him in a united 
front to take up the "cudget” and get on with the movement. 

He said he felt this kind of spiritual move would be a way of 
unifying the movement, of transforming a minus into a plus. He 
added that he feels their Washington campaign is doomed, 
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was not correct. Levison said he was concerned over the "trap" 

King was placing non-violence in because King was saying that 
he must have 100# adherence to non-violence which is an impossibility. 

King commented that they could not get 100# adherencJ but

Jump out, do something, and then come back to hide within 
the group. King said he is a symbol of non-violence and 
that the press is not going to say what Levison said. He 
said the symbol will be weakened and it will put many Negroes 
in doubt.

Levison stated that if it had this result he would 
agree but that he is bothered by the idea that King would be 
accepting the logic of the press, that if King can control 9 
and not the 1% who are violent, he is a failure. He said they

As for controlling the Washington, D.C. demonstratiof 
King knows he can control the youth.

What they (the SCLC) are afraid of in 
Washington is a double cross from Stokley Carmichael and the 
answer to that is that "our job” (the SCLC”) is not to stop violence 
but to be non-violent themselves.

Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
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On April 17, 1968 , a confidential source who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, ascertained that 
on that date Stanley Levlson was in contact with Dora McDonald, 
Secretary to Martin Luther King, Jr., deceased head of the 
SCLC, and thereafter Coretta King, wife of Martin Luther King. 
McDonald told Levison that ’’Meet the Press" wants Ralph 
Abernathy, successor to Martin Luther King as head of the SCLC, 
to appear on this program as soon as possible and Coretta King" 
at e later date. She stated that she had not talked to 
Abernathy who was still in Memphis. Levison questioned if 
Martin Luther King had not been scheduled to appear on "Face 
the Nation" then added that "Meet the Press" was the roughest 
one. He said he had talked with Abernathy and advised him 
not to appear on "Face the Nation" at the present time because 
he believed Abernathy was gambling with his reputation and 
if Abernathy "falls on his face" he would do so before the whole 
nation. He said Abernathy agreed. Levison added that as far 
as Abernathy is concerned, it would be best if he put off any 
appearance until 3ust before the Washington Campaign (Poor 
People's Campaign scheduled for Washington, D.C.) and that 
Abernathy acknowledged that he needs to study up on current 
legislation and political facts. 
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Martin Luther King, Jr. 

Levison referred to Coretta King's possible 
appearance at the major mass anti-Vietnam war demonstration 
scheduled for New York City on April 27, 1968. He said 
he had checked with Dave Dellinger's (National Director, 
National Mobilization Committee to End the War in Vietnam) 
office and that he, Levison, feels that it is alright for her 
to appear on this program and also to participate in the 
Mothers' March (in Washington, D.C. in connection with the 
Poor People's Campaign) as long as she does not do anything 
else. 


Levison then told Coretta King that he had checked 
with Dave Dellinger's office and that there is a good 
platform so that if she is inclined to particpate, they 
should be promptly advised so they can have the benefit of 
the publicity. He emphasized that she should not do other 
things because it would be too much exposure. Comparing her 
situation with that of Jackie Kennedy, Coretta commented that 
she believes many people see that her life was not the same, 
that people understand how she was "in the picture" and have 
now given her a mandate that she must remain "in the picture". 
Levison agreed but counselled this should be done gradually 
and in good taste. 

Coretta asked about requests for articles about 
herself and Levison advised that, as a general principle, 
proceeds for such articles should go to her because the subject 
of the articles will command the price. He said if thousands 
are paid for an article, then a few hundred is all the writer 
is entitled to. 

Levison mentioned that Grosset and Dunlap, an 
old publishing firm, is coming out with a book, "I Had A 
Dream", about Martin Luther King which is unauthorized. He 
said Harper and Rowe are willing to have their lawyers prepare 
an injunction preventing or stopping the publication and 
distribution of this book, but a telegram is needed from 
Coretta to proceed. Levison then read a telegram for her 
signature and she agreed to have Dora McDonald send it 
immediately. i 
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Martin lather King, Jr. 

Coretta discussed requests she .had received for 
appearances and Levison stated that she would receive many 
requests hut that she will have to be selective and turn 
• many down. He counselled that she should adopt the position 
that, for the present, she feels that activity in King’s 
behalf has to be toward his memorial and that it would not 
serve anyone if her name is used by everyone. He added that 
this says she is using her name in the area she knows would 
be closest to King, his family and his organization. He 
said it is important in preserving the strength of a name 
that it not be overused. 


Finally, Levison asked if Coretta wanted him to 
contact Dave Dellinger. She stated that he should call 
Dellinger and point out that her exposure must be limited 
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the things she feels very strongly about, that is, those 


things that are related to the work of her husband.

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Information copies of this report are being sent to 
Baltimore, Chicago and Memphis. Baltimore is being sent an 
information copy because of its possible interest in MC CLOUD 
about whom previous Information was furnished. 
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A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the; past, advised on May 4, 1968, that, on 
that date WilliamRutherford, Executive Director of the 
SCJC discussed wlth'Stanley Levison the SCLC sponsored Poor 
People’s Campaign (TFC) in Washington, D.C. Rutherford 
indicated that he was impressed with the way the opening of 
the campaign had gone. He told Levison that people got up 
and spoke spontaneously, that they (SCLC) did not know what 
these people were going to say. He recalled one woman telling 
the Attorney General, Ramsey Clark, that his department chases 
people who do not want to go into the Army but does nothing 
about segregated draft boards or about people stealing money 
|from the poor. He also commented that he was one of the 
persons who worked up the committee that worked on "those 
'position papers", which were good. He said they got up a 
draft called a Declaration of the PPC based mostly on

Rutherfo 
said he felt the union should maintain all the people 
in Washington who came from Memphis for the PPC.

Levison brought up the matter of a person named 
Me Cloud (phonetic) from whom the New York Office of the 
SCLC had received a letter stating that the SCLC had 
endorsed the sale of a portrait of Martin Luther King as . 

a fund raising method and describing Me Cloud as the National/,-/ . 
Fund Raising Director. Rutherford described Me Cloud as a 
young man loaned to the SCLC for three months by one Gay 
^Wilmore (phonetic) of the Presbyterian Church and whoT'oliows 
rich v;hlte Presbyterian Church members. He added that Me Cloud 
was in Atlanta working out of Ralph's (Abernathy’s) old office. 
Levison recommended that the portrait sale be stopped. 

Levison also urged that the SCLC membership drive 
not be delayed. He indicated that after the initial response 
to King's death, in the way of contributions, is over he does 
not know where the money is going to come from to support the 
SCLC. He warned that it could be a dying gasp if the 
opportunity is not seized to raise membership.,

levison was critical Of AndreyVYoung (Executive 
Vice President of the SCLC) for not having contacted tne * 
Field Foundation which, he said, had "earmarked Borne 
$?75iOOO". He said it has been one month since they offered 
the money and Young has not even called them. He stated that 
there is no point in going to other foundations until this 1 b 
done. He then asked how this inaction must make the SCLC 
look in the foundation field. He said there is no organizatior 
in Atlanta taking care of these things and that Young has no 
business being in Marks, Mi ssis s ippilf _he has not handled 
the Field Foundation contact. He continued to criticize the 
SCLC stating that, at the moment, the orgartlzation is too 
flimsy, its biggest pillar (King) is gone, and that there is, t 
no organization with its leaders "running all over the place . 
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They agreed that Rutherford, Young, Abernathy and Levi son must 
sit down and discuss this problem. 

Levi son also stated that he believes that if they 
take a tough approach with the labor unions and ask for a 
half million dollars they will get it. 

I^vison mentioned that he is going to put out a new 
fund appeal (letter). He said the reason they have done so well 
is that they have a good list, the list they used being that 
of the American Civil Liberties Union which he described as a 
middle—class suburban list. He noted that they (SCLC) have 
used up about 65^ of their best list and the same results 
cannot be expected. 

Levison returned to a criticism of the SCLC stating 
that they do not have a staff that they just have ’’gypsies." 

He said they should be given a job to do and, if they fall, 
fire them. He said they have neither discipline nor people 
who take orders and carry them out. He recalled that King 
realized, before his death, that the SCLC had no staff and 
was deeply concerned about it. He urged that Abernathy stop 
making speeches and'fetart knocking heads together". Rutherford 
noted that Abernathy is concerned and has given him instruction 
to organize the SCLC office along military lines. Levison 
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all the way to the top. He added that as regards the 
Washington operation (PPC), there has to be a top staff to 
run it, that there is enough money but no organization. 

They agreed that Rutherford would contact Abernathy 
and Young about the proposed meeting and Levison Bald he 
would go to the meeting whenever it is set up. 

The source learned on May 5* 1968, that, on that date, 
Ralph Abernathy and Stanley Levison discussed the PPC with 
Abernathy expressing his pleasure with the way it haB begun.

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, learned on June 2, 1968 , that, on that 
date. Bill Rutherford, Executive Director, SCLC, and Stanley 
Levison discussed the Poor People’s Campaign (PPC) and its 
lack of militancy. Levison questioned whether the SCLC intends 
to hold any militant demonstrations and Rutherford explained 
that they have been spending more time trying to cope with the 
problems of operating the SCLC’s Resurrection City in Washington, 
D.C. than dealing with actions •J£f 

Rutherford stated that, in this connection, they held 
a couple of stiff sessions the previous week at which Jesse Jackson, 
SCLC Staff Member and then Head of Resurrection City, was 
severely attacked by the entire SCLC staff. Rutherford was 
critical of Jackson for putting himself in the position of leading 
the action in Washington and for taking actions without consulting 
with the SCLC leadership. He added that Jackson is not an 
administrator although he has great appeal and is an attractive 
speaker. He also said that he was in agreement that they were 
not in Washington for a picnic and should get on with some action. 

He said it has been decided to appoint an action committee to 
formulate some action plans .Fjf 

Levison agreed with this because the entire operation 
in Washington could turn into running Resurrection City and holding 
one mass demonstration on June 19, 1968. He was critical of 
the choice of June 19 for the mass demonstration in support of 
the PPC because it is in the middle of the week, when adults 
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cannot participate. He described the selection of this date 
as insane and advocated changing it to a Saturday. 4) 


Rutherford explained that the 19th was chosen because 
the SCLC permit for Resurrection City was to expire on June 16th 
and calling the mass demonstration in the middle of the week 
coincides with the closing of schools. He Bald this would 
result in increasing student participation. X? 


However, Levlson continued to criticize the chdice 
of June 19th and the way in which the FFC has been handled. He 
said the PPC began with everything in its favor but that all the 
credit and faith it had received has been dissipated. He claimed, 
despite protestations by Rutherford, that the PPC thus far has 
achieved no victories that mean anything to the public. He said 
that the purposes for going to Washington have not been carried out 
because this was supposed to have reached a new level of militancy 
that has never been reached before by a mass of people, and it 
has not. 

Levison continued that thus far there has not been 
adequate leadership. He stated that he has the impression that 
no one wants to go to Jail any more, that he sees militant 
statements by Ralph Abernathy, Head of the SCLC, none of which are 
carried out. He described this as bombast by a new leader and 
said Abernathyshould be the first one in jail after all the speeches 
he has made. 

Rutherford maintained that the SCLC is the only 
organization around today with any base of support with the public. 

He said they have an action committee in Washington, D.C. that 
has planned several demonstrations for the coming week which 
will include jail-ins and confrontations that will have to get 
some kind of response. He said this will make June 19th a 
success, if anything will. Levison agreed stating that nobody 
will come without it. 

According to the source, Levison and Rutherford alBO 
discussed how James Bevel, SCLC Staff Member , stands with 
respect to Jesse Jackson. Rutherford claimed that Jesse Jackson is 
Bevel's disciple and mouths many of Bevel's Ideas , ft) 

The source also learned that Levison plans to attend j 
an SCLC meeting in Washington, D.C. on June h, 1968, which J 
Coretta King, widow of Martin Luther King Jr., will attend. 
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The NYO indices contain no information concerning a 
JESSE EPPS or a JERRY WORTH, who are apparently union officials 
and who are mentioned in this report.

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A confidential source, who has furnished reliable ' 
information in the past, learned on June 3» 1968 , that on 
that date, Stanley Levison and Harry Belafonte discussed Bayard 
Rustin's statement crystalizing the demands on Congress and 
the Administration of the Foor People's Campaign (FPC) issued 
by Rustin on June 2, 1968 , as a "Call to Americans of Good 
Will", which is a call for support of the Solidarity Day march 
of the campaign, June 19, i 960 , Levison was critical of 
Rustin's program describing it as less than what the President's 
Commission on Civil Disorders recommended. Levison, according 
to the source, claimed that Rustin has eliminated civil 
disobedience and a guaranteed income from the program originally 
presented and that it could be said that Rustin has swept 
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aside Ralph Abernathy, SCLC President, with Abernathy's consent.^ 


Belafonte stated that he is going to take a firmer position, 
may have to tell Abernathy he cannot support him and may resign 
from the SCLC Board. Levison said he is going to tell Abernathy 
that he is changing his relationshii^t<^ more distant one.^ 
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The source advised that later on the same date, Levison 
expressed to Abernathy his displeasure of the change of program 
of the PPC announced by Rustin in his statement of demands that, 
appeared in "The New York Times" of June 3» 1968. Abernathy 
claimed that he had not read this statement, that this must be 
what Rustin had sent him a telegram on, in which he said he had 
to go to press. Abernathy added that he thought Rustin was 
supposed to clear this with Andrew Young, Executive VicQ President 
of the SCLC.£ 


The source pointed out that Levison castigated Abernathy, 
stating that this is no way to run an organization end that 
the demands presented by Rustin are less than President Johnson’s 
commission requested. ’Levison 6aid he does not know why someone 
had not raised the question, if Abernathy could not organize 
the June 19 march himself, why have it at all. He stated it 
was not necessary and asked why Abernathy had to call on Rustin, 
who has his own axe to grind, to do something that is unnecessary. 
He said that what is necessary is for the people who came to 
Washington, D.C. for the PPC to start acting and moving.1^ 


Abernathy maintained that the program is not goin^ to be 
changed and that they may have to have an open clash 


Levison stated that if there is an open clash and the 
original demands are adhered to, Abernathy cannot hold anything 
on June 19- He reiterated that the 19th was not vital, and 
said that it is what the people in Washington for the PPC were 
going to do, not what the white middle class going to Washington 
for the 19 th might do, that Is Important . ^ 


Abernathy mentioned that the SCLC is going to have action 
and blamed set-backs it has suffered, where organization has 
been concerned, for lack of action. He added that he is upset 
over the demands presented by Rustin in his statement which he 
claimed to know nothing about, 
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Levison stated that Rustin deleted the part about 
opposition to the war and watered down the demand on Jobs. 

He felt that it is a question of integrity. He advised 
Abernathy that people are questioning why, if Rustin was 
brought in to conduct the June 19 march, he is now head of 
everything and is issuing the program. He claimed that'this 
has thrown things into confusion and said that no one asked 
his opinion which should have been done. He noted that he had 
worked closely with Rustin before, was involved in the PPC, 
but was never asked to a meeting. He stated that it is 
incredible to him that.Rustin was brought in .£r~ 


Abernathy blaimed Andrew Young for Rustin having been 
brought in to lead the June 19 mass march to Washington and 
claimed that Young did it in his absence. He agreed that 
Levison should have been consulted from the beginning and said 
it was understood that he, Abernathy, would make all policy 
statements. He asked what Levison would recommend, and said 
that he knows that things are in a mess and hoped Levison 
would not abandon it. He asked Levison for counsel^S 


Levison felt he should not recommend anything at this 
point because he has no confidence that saying anything means 
anything. He said he did not feel he could give Abernathy 
counsel under the circumstances that exist. He added that 
there is no organization and that he cannot operate under 
these conditions because where there is no organization nothing 
can be done. He suggested that Abernathy call in other 
SCLC officials such as Joe Lowery and Ben Hooks to see what 
can be done^ 


Abernathy noted that a meeting of the Administrative 
Committee had been called for Friday, June 7, 19^8, and wanted 
Levison to attend. Levison stated he would have to consider 
it because he does not want to take responsibility for something 
he feels cannot be done or to suggest solutions when he does 
not know what happened or what- went wrong 
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Subsequently, the source ascertained that Levison advised 
Harry Wachtel that he had spoken to Coretta King, widow of 
Martin Luther King, and tclu her that the SCLC has forgotten 
what the people who went to Washington for the PPC went for. 

He said he told her that she does not have the capacity to 
solve the problems, that he does not believe she should go 
into the leadership but if she does he will not go with her. 
Levison mentioned that there is a complete lack of integrity, 
that if they are not shaken up now nothing but evil will 
happen. He noted that Andrew Young does not want leadership 
preferring to be in the second level of leadership but that 
Coretta King wants the top leadership. He added that both - 
Abernathy and Coretta King are inadequate^' 


The source also advised that Levison end Wachtel discussed 
an SCLC meeting to be held in Washington, D.C. and they agreed 
to meet at the Willard note! in Washington, D.C., on the evening 
of June 4, 1968 . ft 

The source learned on June 4, 1968 , that on that date, 
Levison and Andrew Young discussed the SCLC meeting to be held 
in Washington, D.C. Levison mentioned that the meeting time 
had been changed because Coretta King was going to a union 
convention in Miami. He was critical of Coretta accepting this 
invitation because he had advised against it.fe 


According to Young, a Jesse Epps, who is unknown to the 
source, told him that six or seven international presidents 
were going to Washington for the meeting the night of June 4, 
1968 , and wanted to talk to Abernathy about organizing; also 
that one Jerry Worth, whom the source could not identify, is 
trying to put together a group of unions that would make a 
commitment which would produce between a quarter of a million 
and a half million dollars annually for the SCLC^J 

Levison felt that if this is true then everybody should 
attend the meeting and not be concerned with Miami. ^ 
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Young explained that he felt Abernathy should attend 
but was not anxious to have Coretta King In on the negotiations 
with the International presidents. He said that he had 
suggested Wednesday, June 5» as a better day for the meeting. 
Young also mentioned that Epps said that with respect to the 
SCLC going into a membership campaign that they want to try 
to guarantee that a good percentrage of their membership would 
become SCLC members and that they are willing to push a« 
membership drive but want Abernathy to be present. 


Levison said he saw no objection for not going along 
with the meeting or going along with Epps SCLC membership 
proposal 

Young brought up the matter of Bayard Rustin's statement 
and said that Rustin wanted him to approve it. Young stated 
that he would not approve it wouthout a group analyzing it. 

He said he did not know why Rustin issued lt.ijgl 


Levison attacked Rustin's statement stating he has never 
seen anything as insulting. He said that the PPC effort in 
Washington is being sabotaged by the SCLC people in Washington, 
including Young, by actions such as bringing Rustin in to run 
the June 19 march. He told Young the SCLC was playing house 
with Resurrection City,that it had been said at the outset 
that not much of a city would be needed because once the action 
began and people went to Jail they would be fed there. He 
said there has not been any campaign and for Rustin to come 
in as he has, compounds all the confusion about leadership:^ 


Levison brought up the fact that Coretta King wants to 
be on the SCLC Administrative Committee. He said he told her 
that the problems are too deep for her to think she can solve 
them, that she had underestimated the gravity of the problems 
and overestimated herself. He noted that Coretta is not sure 
whether she can work on the book she had planned for July 
because she felt she had to be in Resurrection City and that 
she has been told she has a duty to the movement. He said he 
told her that the book represents financial security and warne 
her against people trying to use her. Levison added that he 
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believes that Coretta's conceit is such that she could not 
be afraid of doing the book. He said she resents the fact 
that they have set up a situation in which she can be financially 
independent but has to put out effort for it. He said she 
resents the money coming into the SCLC and thinks the movement 
owes her a living.£ 


Levison and Young agreed to meet at the Pitt Motel 'in 
Washington, D.C. on the afternoon.of June 4 , 1968 At

Levison that a friend and his wife, Paul and Marge Albert were 
leaving town (Los Angeles) to go to JNew Y6rk. According to the 
source, Ludwig described Albert as being with a Congressional 
Advisory Committee for "dove" Congressmen and Senators, as 
having a close relationship with a half dozen Senators, and as 
being very close to (Wayne) Morse and (Ernest) Qruennlng.

described Albert as being creative, as having no mass base, and 
as being undependable at times because he occasslonally does not 
follow through on commitments.

Ludwig described Marge Albert as probably the best 
person they have for writing fund raising letters and as a terrific 
organizer. He said he was going to give Levison’s name to Albert v 
and tell him to contact Levison when he gets to New York.

Levison alluded to Rustin having changed and said it 
was a process that extended over several years. He noted that he 
always, had reservations about Rustin but that no one could expect 
a person to change so completely. He related that the situation

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said Rustin moved In and became the representative for all the 
trade union hierarchy, the Jewish organisation leaders and the 
persons who were looking for a Negro like Rustin. Levlson 
commented, that with the death of Martin Luther King, Jr., 
he believes Rustin felt he could emerge as the top man and that 
Rustin ’b taking over as coordinator of the solidarity day march 
was a bid for it. Levlson stated that it was turned back but 
was injurious to the PPC which was faltering under the weaknesses 
of the leadership of Ralph Abernathy, 5CLC President. 


Levison noted that the SCLC is going through what had 
to be expected, which is whether the SCLC can survive without 
Martin Luther King, Jr. He continued that, now, everyone realizes 
not only how important King was but also that he was a good 
organizer and could keep the SCLC staff moving, which neither 
Abernathynot Andrew Young, SCLC Executive Vice President, is able 
to do. 


Ludwig brought up the matter of politics and said he, 
personally, was just about finished working within any fringe '• 
of the Democratic Party. He explained that he would work for an 
occasional candidate and that hew coalitions have to develop 
between new groupings. 


Levison noted that there is nothing inNew York to 
fit this description because the only things outside the Democratic 
Party are so isolated that they are not a principal political 
force.

Ludwig commerted that he was referring to the fact 
that the minority community is totally disaffected from the 
Establishment. He mentioned the Brown Berets, whichhe described 
as Mexican -Ame. .cans who are starting to develop a nilitant 
wing. He said tuat about a dozen of these Brown BeretB had been 
charged with a misdemeanor that was raised to a conspiracy charge 
making it a felony resulting in bail of $12,000.00 for each one. 
He claimed that they were able to get the bail reduced to $250.00 
in some cases and nothing in others. Ludwig was of the opinion 
that the basis of a real coalition is developing between them and 
the Browns and blacks. He continued that these people (the Brown 
Berets) are not going to work within the Democratic Party but 
want new circles of activity. 





Levison related that the difficulty in New York ia that 
these elements are difficult to work with. He said they are not 
really politically oriented and that the only group in Hew York 
of Ludwig’s description is the Freedom and Peace Party. 


Ludwig spoke unfavorably of a similar organization 
in California and claimed that the two top men in the organization 
there are violent red-balters. 

Levison felt the Freedom and Peace Party In New York 
was much better and, as to its leadership, said that it was the 
opposite to California. He noted that one of the principal leaders 
was the campaign manager for (Herbert) Aptheker. 

Ludwig felt that eventually they would have to discuss 
this matter on a national basis. He suggested an exchange of 
opinions with the Alberts and Levison agreed. Levison said he 
would get an account from them and would give them an account 
of what was happening in Hew York.

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
Information in the past, advised on May 1, 1968, that on that 
date, Stanley Levison and Ben Hooks of Memphis, Tennessee, a 
member of the Executive Board of the SCLC, discussed making 
the SCLC a membership organization. Levison felt that they— 
did not have to go in for branches that, at the present time, 
particularly in churches, it is possible to launch a campaign 
around the slogan "A Million to Replace One”. Levison also 
noted that the SCLC has more entry into labor unions than any 
other civil rights organization. Levison recalled that he had 
told Martin Luther King, Jr. that the SCLC never used the 
strength they have in the labor movement. He said that In . 
the Black locals of the Teamsters Union alone they could get 
thousands of memberships with the cooperation of the union. 

He added that the National Vice President of the Packing House 
Workers Union in Chicago, a Negro, told Andrew Young (Executive 
Vice President of the SCLC) that they would do "these kind 
of things" with the SCLC, such as raising money, provided the 
SCLC backed up the Black members in those unions

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, learned on May 2, 1968, that, on 
that date Stanley Levison was in contact with one Cerillo 
(ph) whom the source did not know but who was known to be ir 
Memphis, Tennessee, in connection with SCLC activity. Cerillo 
told Levison that "we" (SCLC) have been doing great things 
nationally, that he had a Tag (ph) Day on April 27, 1963, in 
Chicago, which paid off "tenfold”, and that he recently spoke 
to Sammy Davis, Jr., who is in Chicago with the play "Golden 
Boy". He said Davis was going to give "us" (the SCLC) his 
Kay 20th proceeds. Cerillo noted further that they have conta 
schools "and all that" and they (the schools) are supposed to 
have funds. In addition, he said that on Sunday (May 5» 1963), 
the Universities of Chicago and Northwestern would be having 
programs "for us".

Levison consented that he has been working on a 
meeting to be held at Randall's Island Stadium, New York 
City. He explained that one of the major record companies 
for rock and roll is going to cooperate with the Black Disc 
Jockeys Association in putting on a big affair at Randall's 
Island for about 25,000 people. He said it is hoped to 
raise between one hundred and one hundred fifty thousand 
dollars which "we" (the SCLC) have agreed to divide with the 
Black Disc Jockeys Association, one third - two thirds. 

Levison referred to a form letter he had received 
from Atlanta from one J. Oscar McCloud (ph) in which McCloud 
is promoting a memorial portrait of Martin Luther King to 
be sold for one dollar. Levison said that he believes this 
portrait could be used as a membership card by the SCLC and that 
they should not, therefore, be selling it because they would 
be competing with themselves. Levison said he did not believe 
the SCLC had endorsed any such pictures and inquired as to 
McCloud's identity.

Cerillo stated that McCloud is a nevr fellow he had \ 

just read about and whom the SCLC had in a fund-raising 
situation. Cerillo said he understood that Levison had a 
meeting in Atlanta at which it was agreed that anything such 
as sales, requiring an endorsement of the SCLC, must be 
approved by a committee of which Levison is a member. 

Levison stated that this was true and agreed with 
Cerillo that McCloud has no authority to confirm or deny any 
photograph. Levison added that he was also upset because 
McCloud, on the form letter, described himse]f as the 
National Director of the Fund Raising Campaign. Levison told 
Cerillo that this could not be true "if you are the Treasurer 
and don't know about it." Levison added that he has been 
involved in national fund raising all these years and that he knows 
nothing about what McCloud is doing. He said McCloud has taken J

During the past 90 days voluminous pertinent 
information has been derived through this tesur Indicating 
the extent of Influence by Levlson on Mrs, King and SCLC 
leaders regarding financial arrangements, fund raising, 
plans and policies. Some examples are as follows: 

On March 29, 1968, Levlson attempted to encourage 
King, who was discouraged over the Poor People's Campaign and 
his image. 

On April 17, 1968, Levlson told Mrs. King that it 
would be all right for her to take part in an anti-Vietnam 
rally and the Mothers* March but that Ralph Abernathy, new 
President of the SCLC, should not appear on a T. V. program 
since he would be gambling with his reputation. 

On May 9, 1968, Levlson drafted a "tough" telegm 
for the SCLC to send to Valter Reuther at the United Automobile 
Workers Union Convention appealing for funds. 

On nay 16 and 17, 1968, Levlson was engaged in various 
arrangements and discussions regarding the race for the 
Democratic Presidential nomination, the gist of which was that 
Vice President Humphrey siust be stopped. 
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Because of the extreme Importance of the ties 
by Levison vlth Coretta King, SCLC leadership, and the 
civil rights movement, and the communist Influence 
therein, plus the demonstrated past value of.this source.

Information in the past, learned on June 17, 1968, that on that 
datStanley Levison was in contact with Congressman 
Johnjfconyers of Michigan, whom he had met at the funeral 
of Martin Luther King, Jr., President of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC). Levison noted that 
he had been informed that Conyers recently held a meeting of 
100 black political leaders and that Conyers was pushing 
ahead with this organization. 

Conyers questioned whether Levison was referring 
to the National Committee of Inquiry and Levison said that 
he was. 

Levison told Conyers that he had developed and has 
maintained the SCLC mail appeal for the past eight years, 
which realized close to $600,000.00 while King was alive.

Levi son, s long-tine communist, vss a principal advisor 
to the late Martin Luther King, Jr., and King's Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC). He has continued In this capacity 
for King's successor and King's widow, He is particularly 
active in fund-raising and his counsel Is sought in a number of 
areas in the field of civil rights, including political considerations. 
Because of this communist Influence, this tesur is of great value 
and importance to national security, 

During the past 90 days, this tesur has furnished an 
abundance of Information concerning Leviaon's Influence over the 
affairs of the SCLC and over other aspects of the civil rights 
movement. The source has furnished considerable Information about 
the "in-fighting" within the SCLC In which friction and dissension 
hare developed since the death of King. Also, information was 
received about the activities of the National Committee of Inquiry 
concerning the 1968 national elections. This committee la composed 
of a number of Negroes who evaluate political candidates and decide 
which candidates will be endorsed. Levison was in on the setting 
up of this committee and has been frequently contacted concerning 
its deliberations. 

Because the civil rights movement la a target for 
Communist Party influence and control, the valuable information 
received from this tesur is unique In that Leviaon's position in 
the civil rights movement has made him the trusted confidant of 
a number of civil rights leaders, activists, and manipulators who. 
are quite candid in their discussions with him because of his long 
history of association with them and/or their associates. 
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It is recommended that this source he continued 
for another 90days.
